Whether a continuing confer- 
ence such as that proposed would 
be based on binding treaty agree- 
ments or would rest simply on an 
international “understanding” 
was said to be a question which

President Harding, for his 
part, was said by high adminis- 
tration officials to be perfectly 
Willing that any agreements 
reached should take the form of 
“understandings” on the theory 
that “a nation's word should be 
as good as its bond.”

In a complete survey of his ei- 
forts toward reduction of building 
costs, Director of Public Welfare 
Cunliff this afternoon repo-ted to 
the joint committee of maste~ build- 
ers and building trades unions that 
big building projects, aggregating in 
cost $15,270,000, would be etarted 


ketween January and June cf next 
year provided wages and building 
material prices were reduced to * 
reasonable level so that in-estors 
weuld have an adequate safety: mar- 
gin for their money. 

Cunliff has been representing the 
public in the wage conferences of 
the joint committee of the Master 
Euilders’ Association and the Build - 
ing Trades Council, which were 
prompted by a survey published Nov. 
& by the Post-Dispatch in which it 
Was @shew: that building projects 
Steregating $20,000,000 were being 
held up “by -high costs, chiefly by 
the basic wage of $1.25 an hour in 
the building trades and prices of 
uetee materials with few excep 
tions. 


Considered Only Big Projects. 

Cunliff considered only projects of 
$200,000 and upward in his survey, 
ignoring a large number of smaller 
buildings that were lumped in the 
Post-Dispatch survey, as he used 
$12,000,000 of new building as the 
inducement to material dealers and 


labor to co-operate in reducing 
costs, 
He pointed out in a statement 


prefacing the report that investors 
were reluctant to finance building 
projects through fear of later de- 
clines in prices that would jeopar- 
dize their investment, and said most 
of the investors he had interviewed 
felt that an average reduction of 15 
per cent in the cost of building 
would be reasonable. 

“It is my judgment,”’ Cunliff con- 
tinued, “that if this reduction is ob- 
tainable, there will be an additional 
volume of construction work, far in 
excess of the amount Listed.”’ 

He informed the committce that 
un early decision must be reachei 
und an announcement made as to 
wages prior to Jan. 1 so that con- 
tracts can be let and work started 
az soon as possible. 

The projects listed by Cunliff, for 
which he has assurances that money 
is available, are set forth in a tabie 
e‘sewhere in the Post-Dispatch. 

Cunhff s&itbmitted, in the form of 
letters, evidence of good faith he had 
procured from investors, owners, 
bankers, material dealers and repre- 
sentatives of institutions about to 
build.

PROSECUTION RESTS 
NV LANDRU'S TRIAL 


Expert Testimony Offered That 
29 Teeth, Reported Found 
at Villa, Were Human. 


By the Associated Press. 

VERSAILLES, Nov. 25.—The 
prosecution today concluded its case 
against Henri Landru and the de- 
fense began bringing forward wit- 
nesses in an attempt to disprove the 
contention of the State that the 
“bluebeard of Gambais” is guilty of 
11 murders and the cremation of the 
bodies of his victims. 

The last witness for the State, Dr. 
Savvez, offered expert testimony that 
29 of 47 teeth produced. by the pros- 
ecution, alleged to have been found 
among refuse at Landru’s villa, were 
“indisptuably human.” 

He declared the teeth had been 
burned while still in the jaws and 
that the skulls belonged to two 
bodies, one of which without the 
slightest doubt, was that of a woman. 

The defense opened by bringing 
witnesses to testify that the public 
was freely admitted to the villa at 
Gambais during the first search 
April 13, and also in the days follow- 
ing, until April 25, when the prem- 
ises had been sealed after the second 
and more fruitful search had been 
completed. 

Attorney Moro-Giafferi, .counsel 
for Landru, while admitting the le- 
gality of the first search in the pres- 
ence of the accused, absolutely re- 
fused to recognize the second as le- 
gal, insisting that any exhibits pro- 
duced as having been found on that 
date were nonexistent as far as the 
defense was concerned.

Funeral services were held 
today for Mrs. Georgine Shore 
Graham, 28 years old, who end- 
ed her life by shooting her- 
sli in the heart Wednesday. at 
11:45 p. m., and her husband, Henry 
B. Graham, 4¢, who was fatally sh>¢t 
by his negro chauffeur Monday art 


-10 a. m.- The services were held 


in the familly home at Hanley ana 
Clayton roads, St. Louis County. 
where both shootings occurred. Bur- 
fal was in one grave in Belle- 


fontaine Cemetery. 


Two notes written by Mrs. Gra- 
ham before her death were found 
yesterday in a bureau drawer in her 
bedroom in which she ended her 
life. They indicated grief at her hus- 
band’s death as the cause of her 
act. One note was-addressed to her 
sister, Mrs. Vera Elizabeth Snowden. 
who, in 1916, obtained a divorce in 
the expectation of marrying Graham, 
who married her sister instead, and 
the other to Graham's daughter, 
Marjorie, 18 years old, a student in 
Vassar College. 

Grief Indicated as Cause. 

The note to Mrs. Snowden follows: 

“Dear Vera: Life would be un- 
bearable to me without Henry, so I 
am going with him. Look after 
Marjorie for me. I hate to leave 
her, but she is young, with all her 
life before her, while my life ended 
with Henry's death. Both of us 
have often said that with the other 
gone the one left would not want to 
live, and I know that is so. Look 
after mother and dad and be very 
good to them. I love you all, only 
I love Henry more than life and all 
other things in the world, as he did 
me.” 
The note to Miss Marjorie Graham 
Was: 

“Dear Marjory: Forgive me for 
leaving you alone. You know how 


_much Henry loved me and how he 


could not bear to have me away 
from him, even for a few days, so 
Iam sure he will want me with him 
now. Choose Vera for your guar- 
dian. She loves you and will look 
after you faithfully and well. I want 
you and Vera to Inok after mother 
and father for me. They love you 
ind will be good to you.

Mrs. Graham, before shooting her- 
self, laid out a complete wardrobe of 
white on a bed in her room and 
Pinned a note to the clothes: “Please 
bury me in these.” 

Mrs. Graham, who had been very 
greatly unstrung ‘early Wednesday 
evening, was led to her room about 
ll p. m. by her mother, who occu- 
pied an adjoining room. Mrs. Gra- 
ham promised to retire and at- 
tempt to sleep. Mrs. Shore, some 
Gime later, heard a pistol shot 
and with Miss Marjorie Graham, ran 
to Mrs. Graham's room. They found 
her body, fully dressed, in a rocking 
chair in front of a dressing table 
with the back of the rocker to the 
table. She had shot herself in the 

breast. The bullet passed 
through her body, through the 
dressing table, through a chifforobe 
back of the table and imbedded it- 
self in the wall.

How Counterfeiting 


was accomplished. 
Last August Turner went to 
the Artcrafts Shop in the Ar- 


cade building and arrangei for 
the etching and printing of 
1000 blank bond forms. The 
Artcrafts Co. had the etching 
done by the National Engraving 
Co. and from the plates wade 
by that company the Artcrafts 
Co. printed 1000 bianks. 

To obtain copy for these 
blanks Halliday had desircyed 
a genuine $100 French certifi- 
cate by cutting out the pr nted 
text in the center and using the 
engraved border as a mode) for 
the engraver and printer. 

Heavy Bond Paper Used. 

The border.and background of 
the $100 certificates as submitted 
for copy was brown, but the 
printing was done in green, 
which is the color of the $1000 
denomination. The paper used 
was a heavy bond paper from 
the stocks of the Artcrafts com- 
pany. The first 1000 prints were 
delivered to Turner and 500 
more were ordered later. 

The blanks, containing only 
the green borders and green pat- 
terned background, were then 
delivered to the McGill & Co. 
printing shop by a man who 
represented himself as W. B. 
Davis, local representative of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., but who has 
been identified as Halliday.

Discovered in New York.

French Government certificates. I 
had handled those securities in my 
business, and I held some of them 
in reserve, deciding to make use of 
them if the worst. came.

I took 
a border to Turner and asked him to 
have an engraving plate made from 
the design.

It Is fortunate that you have empha- 
sized the importance of private industry 
and business, especially that of building, 
becatise in times of widespread unemploy- 
ment too much is expected from public 
bodiés and not enough self-reliance and 
self-help is practiced by private business.

You have clearly pointed out the im- 
portant position of the building industry 
and the wide benefits which will follow 
indirectly as well as directly from @ re- 
sumption of building activity. The ef- 
forts which have been made for a reduc- 
tion in building costs, both labor, ma- 
terial and financial, are worthy of praise 
anal hearty support. They should be con- 
tinued. 

Much has been said about a bond issue 
and there has beén and still is confusion 
about the relation of a bond issue to the 
sroblem of unemployment. It will aid us 
‘n considering this:part of the problem if 
we keep in mind the distinction between 
‘he tiimediate crisis, which must be met 
‘vith “emergency measures, and the more 
-enefal part of the problem which afises 
‘rom long continued or recurrent cycles 
of stagnation if industry. It/is most im- 
yortant to separate these two parts and 
not dpnfuse them or the measures which 
nay be @uggested for their prevention or 
relief, :

. need@ means of bringing suburban trav- 
_lers into a convenient section of the city. 

Is it not well, therefore, to concentrate 
ne public thinking and focus public at- 
ention on these large and permanent 
eeds and, now that public opinion is 
roused, direct the efforts of our people 
oward a bond issue to provide funds for 
arrying out the most pressing necessities 
of our municipal life? 

We should urgé our city officials to 
repare a careful plan. We should spport 
‘uch a plan when it is properly worked 
‘ut. By all means, let us discuss a bond 
-sue not @8 a measure of immediate re- 
ief—which it cannot be—but as & means 
“f giving St, Louis what it must have to 
‘evelop and grow and which may in part 
iitigate a possible long continued period 
f unemployment and prevént in part re- 
-urrent periods of stagnation.

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ENGLAND’S ADVICE TO FRANCE. 

The free-lance construction of Premier Briand’s 
conference speech by H. G. Wells has been officially 
validated in one important particular by Marquis 
Curzon, the British Foreign Minister. The French 
demand for a greater navy, and especially the privi- 
lege of building submarines practically without re- 
striction, was Characterized bluntly by Wells as a 
thrust at England. Curzon does not speak so blunt- 
ly, but, in effect, he says the same thing in the 
following words: “If we are willing to reduce otir nav- 
al strength, let not the other Powers be allowed to 
build up other engines or instruments of attack, 
either in the alr or under the sea which may render 
our sacrifices nugatory and which, so far from leav- 
ing us in the proud position of having set an example, 
may leave us in the perilous position of having in- 
curred an undue risk.” 

Undiplomatic as the Curzon speech is in Many re- 
spects it, nevertheless, has a quality of conciliation 
and friendly counsel from which an anxious world 
may take some comfort. The British attitude math 
wards Germany is encouraging. If England is ready 
to bury the past and to extend a helping hand to 
Germany, provided the latter shows sincerity, is it 
not possible that France will presently see the wis- 
dom of that policy, too? 

France, to be sure, is differently situated. She has 
methories of terrorism from which England is free. 
That is not a theory, but a grim, difficult condition. 
Yet when full allowance is made for those facts it is 
no less true that the Germany of today is funda- 
mentally different from the Germany that wag for 
so long the bete noir of France. Not only is Ger- 
many fundamentally different in her political con- 
stitution, but she is physically incapacitated for an- 
other leap at France even were she disposed to re- 
sume her former role. More important still, there 
is a new world opinion which no Government, dy- 
nastic or democratic, can ever again flout. The World 
War removed the alternative of “world domination 
or downfall” from the concepts of intelligent, re- 
sponsible government. 

So, if the Curzon speech is a momentary sensation 
because of its aspersion of France’s intentions it is 
likely to be remembered rather for its broader philos- 
ophy of international life. In bespeaking friendship 
for Germany, in suggesting, as it does by implication’ 
the return of Germany into the fold of nations, the 
British Foreign Minister is voicing a sentiment which 
no British official could have spoken three ‘years 
ago. It is fair to assume that in this regard the For-| 
éign Minister is interpreting British public -opinion, 
and if that assumption is correct a striking proof has 
been offered that the world ‘is getting away from 
the war’s heritage of hate and revenge. 

And England is counseling her ally wisely in ad- 
vising France to join the rest of the world in this 
march toward good relations and peace. 
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Far Eastern negotiations appear to have developed 
a Chinese puzzle. 
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THE RIDDLE OF RBSILY. 

“Means of understanding with Governor exhaust- 
ed,” says a cablegram to Washington signed by 39 
of the 68 members of the Porto Rican Assembly.

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A GIFT AND AN EXAMPLE. 

It would be difficult to attempt to estimate the 
full benefit to be derived by Washington University 
and the people of St. Louis from W. K. Bixby’s lib- 
eral gift of $250,000 for an art school building.

men who have made their fortunes in St. Louis to: 
take to heart? The city stands vastly in need of other 
institutions which are not likely to materialize ex- 
cept by private donation. Such a need, pre-eminent- 
ly, is a large auditorium which would’ acceptably 
house symphony concerts, great public meetings, con- 
ventions and other functions which almost every 
day call attention to the need of adequate facilities. 
Our symphony concerts have become almost a class 
institution because of the necessity of making admis- 
sions high enough to cover expenses in a hall of lim- 
ited seating capacity. The concerts can be opened 
to the people at a small charge only by holding them 
in an auditorium that will admit greater numbers.

JUST A MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—It did not take the 
foreign delegations long to dig in at the dis- 
armament conference.

Repeated efforts have been made to 
induce Congress to authorize ‘more light and 
speedy cruiséra, but they have been unavailing. 
American critics of sea fighting say there is no 
such advantage in the Japanese plan as Mr. By- 
water indicates, and that what we lack in 
cruisers we easily make up in our great fleet 
of destroyers and our scout ships. What seems 
likely is that Japan has always had in mind the 
Pacific, whereas we have had in mind the At- 
lantic as well. What constitutes a well propor- 
tioned navy for the one is not necessarily adapt- 
able to the other. This is an interesting debate 
fn which a good many of us are surprised to 
learn in how many respects the naval prepared- 
ness of Japan almost if not quite equals our 
own. We are much more familiar with what 
the conference is about than we were when we 
came here. We saw its purely economie side 
too much to the exclusion of what are prob- 
ably even more alarming phases. The confer- 
ence had hot beén going on many days before 
we realized that some of the people who have 
been writing about the situation in the Pacific 
knew rather more what they were talking about 
than we guessed.

man always deljcate in health. When 
he came to the White House in 1913 
he was far from being well. His di- 


gestion was poor.and he had a seri- 
ous and painful case of neuritis in ais 
shoulder. It was even the opinion of 
sO great a physician as Dr. Weir 
Mitchell of Philadelphia that he 
could probably not complete his terin 
and retain his health. And yet such 
was the iron self-discipline of the 
man and such was the daily watchful 
care of Dr. Grayson, that instead of 
gradually going down under the tre- 
mendous tasks of the presidency in 
the most crowded moments of our 
national history, he steadily gained 
streneth and working capacity, until 
in those months In Paris he literally 
worked everybory at the Peace Con- 
ference to a standstill. 

“It is so easy and cheap to fudge 
people, even Presidents, without 
knowing the problems they have to 
face. So much of the President's 
aloofness at Paris, so much of his 
unwillingness to expend energy upon 
unnecessary business, unnecessary 
conferences, unnecessary visiting— 
especially the visiters—was due di- 
rectly to the determination to hus- 
band and expend his too limited en- 
ergies upon tasks that seemed to 
kim essential. 

“As I say, he worked everybody at 
the Peace Conference to a etandstfil. 
He worked not only the American 
delegates, but the way he drove the 
leisurly diplomats of Europe was 
shameful to see. Sometimes 
he would actually have two meetings 
going on at the same time. Once I 
found a meeting of the Council of 
the Big Four going on in his study, 
and a meeting of the financial and 
economic experts—20 or 30 of them 
upstairs in the 
drawing room-—~and the President 
oscillating between the two. 

“It was he who was always the 
driver, the initiator, at Paris; he 
worked longer hours, had more ap- 
pointments, granted himself less re- 
creation, than any other man, high 
or low, at the Peace Conference, For 
he was the central figure there. Ey- 
erything headed up in him. 

“Practically all of the meetings of 
the Council of Four were held in his 
study in the Place des Etats-Unis.
